7. SAFETY CONTRQOL MEASURES:

a. PACKAGING - Packagings prescribed are diaphragm and
bladder type accumulators designed, fabricated, charged ard
marked as specified in DOT-E 10898 that are installed as &n
integral part of the Unmanned Aerial Vehicle (TUAV)
Launcher/Trailer. Accumulators prescribed herein are not
subject to the requirements of the Hazardous Materials
Regulations (HMR) 49 CFR Parts 171 - 180 except as specified
in this exemption.

b. TESTING - The testing requirements contained in
paragraph 7.b. of DOT-E 10898 are not applicable to
accumulators installed as an integral part of the TUAV.
However, accumulators must be pressure tested in accordance
with the Department of Defense requirements described in
their application on file with the Office of Hazardous
Materials Exemptions & Approvals.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS:

a. A person who is not a holder of this exemption who
receives a package covered by this exemption may reoffer it
for transportation provided no modification or change is
made to the package or its contents and it is reoffered for

b. A current copy of this exemption must be maintained at
each facility where the package is offered or reoffered for
transportation.

c. The marking requirements of §§ 172.203(a),
and 172.302(b) and (c) are waived.

12. REPORTING REQUIREMENTS: The carrier is required to report
any incident involving loss of packaging contents or
packaging failure to the Associate Administrator for
Hazardous Materials Safety (AAHMS) as soon as practicable.
(Sections 171.15 and 171.16 apply to any activity undertaken
under the authority of this exemption.) In addition, the
holder (s) of this exemption must inform the AAHMS, in
writing, of any incident involving the package and shipmerts
made under the terms of this exemption.
